The proclamation makes ar. earnest 
appeal for the sympathy of the people in 
the present crisis when it says: ‘‘Rus- 
sia must put her back to the wall.”

320,000,000 


If That's Not Enough More 
Can Be Obtained, 


St. Petersburg, February 24.—The Nov- 
osti, reproducing the resources of the 
treasury, figures that the total amount 
at the disposal of the government for 
the conduct of the war is $320,000,000, 
which it considers to be quite sufficient 
in view of the fact that a far more ex- 
pensive campaign, the Turkish. war, 
waged on foreign territory, cost only 
$500,000,000, but if this is not sufficient, 
the paper contends, Russia easily can ob- 
tain a joan ag home or abroad so long as 
her monetary system remains sound.

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JAPAN TO GUARD

Independence and Integrity of 
“Hermit’ Land Guaranteed, 


Washington, February 24.—Secretary 
Hay has received information that Japan 
has negotiated a treaty with Korea 
whereby she guarantees the independence 
and integrity of Korea. 

This is regarded here as one of the 
cleverest of the many startling diplomatic 
moves that have béen made in connec- 
tion with the whole eastern question. The 
effect is to place Japan on a high moral] 
plane, for it is understood this treaty 
announces to the world that even if she 
prevails in her struggle wth Russia, in- 
volving military occupation of Korea, 
Japan will take no advantage of that 
fact, but will maintain the independence 
of the hermit kingdom. 

On the other hand, the Russian note 
complaining of the violation of Korean 
neutrality by Japan is believed here to 
be intended to pave the way for future 
heavy reclamations, indeed, involving the 
seizure of Korea and its annexation for 
violation of neutrality in the event that 
tussia triumphs In the coming struggle. 
Contrasting the two positions, an official 
here points out that the attitude of Japan 
toward Korea was very simi-ar to that of 
the United States to Cuba when the re-

victory at Port Arthur were cur- 
_ late yesterday afternoon and early 
in the evening, but the stories of the dl- 
mensions of this victory were most con- 
filcting and confusing in character. 
The most circumstantial report was 
that the Japanese had attempted to bot- 
tle up Admira| Stark's fleet in Port Ar- 
thur by sinking two stone laden vessels 
at the entrance of the harbor, employ- 
ing the tactics which were considered, 
but not executed, by the late Admiral 
Sampson, U. 8S. N.,. with the Merrimac 
at Santiago during the Spanish-American 
war. According to this account, two 
Japanese ships appeared off the harbor 
with its Japanese fleet behind them and 
ostensibly in pursuit. The Russians, how- 
ever, suspected a ruse and their ships 
steamed out, sank the stone laden ves- 


and drove them off. The reports of the 
loss inflicted, however, are conflicting. 


Vessels Loaded With Stones. 

All the stories include the feature of 
the vessels loaded with stones, but ac- 
cording to some versions the Japanese 
fleet was conveying transports with the 
purpose of effecting a landing at Pigeon 
bay, and, after the failure of this pre- 
liminary maneuver, the Russians played 
havoc with both the Japanese warships 
and the transports, sinking four of the 
former and two of the latter. One ac- 
count gives the name af the battle ship 
Retvizan as the vessel which particular- 
ly distinguished herself by ramming and

T. PETERSBURG, February

She destroyed two steamers near the 
entrance of the harbor; they were com- 
ing directly towards her. One of 
them went on the rocks near the light 
house on Tiger peninsula and the oth- 
er sank under Golden hill. The Ret- 
vizan observed four steamers in a 
sinking condition and elght torpedo 
boats departing slowly to rejoin the 
waiting Japanese warships. A _ por- 
tion of the crews of the Japanese ves- 
sels was drowned. The grounded 
steamer is still burning. The enemy 
is observed in the offing of Port Ar- 
thur in two lines.” 


THIRTEEN JAP WARSHIPS

WIDOWS TO GET 
THEIR PENSIONS 


Attorney General Hart’s De- 
cision Is in Their 
Fayor. 


Attorney General John C. Hart, In re- 
sponse to questions asked by Pension 
Commissioner John W. Lindsey, rendered 
an opinion yesterday, the result of which 
Will be to give the indigent widows their 
pension money this vear in spite of the 
fact that the fund appropriated for their 
payment has been exhausted. 

Attorney General Hart holds that the 
resoluton of August 15, 1903, which au- 
thorizes the use of a surplus in the fund 
appropriated for any one class of pen- 
sioners, to make good a deficit in any 
other fund, is, in effect, an appropriation 
of such surplus by the legislature to the 
purpose named. The resolution, therefore. 
is not antagonistic to, but ts in accord 
with the general law relating to appro- 
priations. The attorney’ general holds, 
however, that the entire pension fund 
cannot be considered as one general fund 
upon which pension drafts may be made 
indiscriminately until it is exhausted. All 
the pensioners in any one class whose ap- 
plications have been approved, must first 
be paid out of the fund appropriated to 
that class, after which any surplus may 
be used to make good any deficit in an- 
other class. 

There will be a surplus in the indigent 
s0Mier fund and also in the disabled sol- 
dier fund this year, but in the forty-three 
counties yet to be paid there are about 
300 indigent widows, and as stated in The 
Constitution yesterday, the fund for this 
class has heen exhausted. Enough will be 
saved from the other funds, however, to 
make these payments and the indigent 
widows wtll all, 
money.

UNITED STATES 
TO/OIN FRANCE 


In Trealy To Settle Disputes 
by Arbitration, 


It is Stated at Paris and Washington 
That Negotiations for An 
Arbitration Treaty Are 
Actually in Prog- 
ress. 


Paris, February 24.—It was confirmed 
in official circles in Paris today that ne- 
gotiations were actually in progress be- 
tween the United States and France for 
an. arbitration treaty. The French par- 
liamentary group favoring international 
arbitration ig said, however, to be over 
Sanguine in the belief that a treaty will 
shortly be signed. It is pointed out here 


that the Russo-Japanese war and #e 
possibility of complications growing out 
of that struggle rather tend to cause 
hesitation in the negotiations instead of 
hastening its signature. 

Moreover, concern is expressed over the 
effect in the United States of the de- 
cision of The Hague arbitration tribuna: 
upon the question of preferential treat- 
ment by the blockading powers in the 
case Of Venezuela. France, as well as 
the United States, has suffered by the 
decision, this government having Gsso- 
ciated itself with the neutral powers in 
oppoxing the contention of Great Britain, 
Italy and Germany. Even supposing 
that a miscarriage of justice occurred 
in this particular incident, it would not 
detract from the value of arbitration in 
settling disputes, and it is further point- 
ed out that the United States and France 
are the two nations which consistently 
labored in support of this principle. 

With respect to the exchanges between 
/France and the United States, it is un- 
derstood that this occurred at Washineg- 
ton. Baron d’Estoupnelles de Constant, 
the leader of the parliamentary group, 
favoring arbitration has had several per- 
sonal conversations with Ambassador 
Porter in addition to interesting the au- 
thorities in Washington in the matterdy 
means of letters. But no official conver- 
sation on the subject of arbitration has 
occurred. Those officials who do not 
anticipate the immediate signature of a 
treaty say the exchanges which have 
taken place havs at least formed a base 
upon which a treaty at a more fvorable 
opportunity can be consummated. 


41,348 NAMES 
IN DIRECTORY 


Population of Atlanta Prop- 
er Estimated at 106.- 
000. 


The city directory of Atlanta will be 
issued from the presses of the Foote & 
Davies Company next Monday. 

It contains 41,348 names, which, using 
the multiple of 32-5, gives Atlanta a 
population of 140,582. This is a gain of 
about 2,000 in population since the last 
city directory was issned. The increase, 
however, is conceded by the manager cf 
the directory to be more than that for 
the reason that he has left out of the 
city directory this year about 2,000 names 
of negro men and women, who have no 
permanent abiding plic2, wh. are entirely 
responsible and who were thought tc be 
unfit to have their names in the book.

TLANTA acquuintances of “Pop” 
A Dodge and his wife, Mrs. Clemence 
Dodge-Morse, or Morse-Dodge, as 
the case may be, will ‘be interested in the 
accompanying pictures of the latter and 
Charles W. Morse, whose marriage to 
Mrs. Dodge has caused such a tangle in 
the affairs of this trio. 
Mrs. Dodge, for the courts have decided 
that she is not Mrs. Morse, will be re- 


membered as a very handsome 
and her good looks have not faded the 
least bit since she lived in Atlanta, when 
“Pop’”’ Dodge was proprietor of the 
Aragon. 

Charles W. Morse !s known in New 
York as “‘the ice king,’’ and is a former 
president of the American Ice Company. 
Mr. Morse possesses considerable of this 
world’s goods, considerabie even for New 
York, where a million or so isn’t anything 
to be puffed up about. 

The public is familiar with the fact 
that Mrs. Dodge some time ago sued 
for divorce in New York and won her 
case, after which she married Mr. Morse 
and became the ‘‘Mrs. Ice King,"’ or per- 
haps the ‘Ice’ Queen.’ But later the 
courts, greatly to her surprise, changed 
their minds about the whole matter and 
declared that Mrs. Morse was not Mrs. 
Morse at all, and never had been; i'n fact, 
that the supposed divorce decree wasn't 
worth the paper it was written on, which 
new decision established ‘‘Pop’’ Dodge in 
the position of original and only husband 
to the wife of himself and Mr. Morse. 

The ground upon which the _ courts 
based this new decision was that of 
fraud, it being alleged that ‘‘Pop’’ Dodge 
had never been properly served w:th the 
divorce suit. and that the pretended 
service was false and fraudulent.

FLAMES DAMAGE 
BALLARD HOUSE 


Third and Fourth Floors Burned 
by Uply Fite 


Lee Barnes, Lessee of the Building 
Places Damage at $5,000. 
Building Situated on Peach- 
tree Street and Was 
Worth $30,000. 


The Ballard house, 20! Peachtree street, 
caught fire last night and when the 
firemen had subdued the flames the third 
and fourth floors and the roof were found 
badiy damaged and the entire structure 
flooded with water. 


The house was so badly injured that all 
the guests were obliged to seek other 
quarters for the night. The Aragon ac- 
commodated as many as possiv.e, but as 
this hotel was badly crowded, it was im- 
possible to take every one. 

The fire started at 6:45 o’clock In a 
room on the third floor. The occupant of 
the room had lighted the gas in the 
bath room and made arrangements for 
taking a bath. He opened the window 
and left the room for a moment. The 
breeze caught the curtains and blew them 
over the light, and in a moment the room 
was in a blaze. For a time the entire 
building was in great danger. 

Crowds of people assembled to see the 
firemen fight the flames. This audience 
Was supplemented by those on the street 
cars, which were stopped by the eng.nes. 
Four engines responded to the alarm. 
Their work was at first hindered by the 
crowds of people who filled the building. 
These were soon driven out and by 8 
o'clock the fire was under control. 

The Ballard property was worth about 
$50,000, and was owned by A. B, Bal- 
lard, who is at present in Tampa, Fla., 
and it is impossible to ascertain what in- 
surance he has on it. The house is 
leased by J. Lee Barnes, and is managed 
by his brother, J. D. Barnes. Lee Barnes 
stated last night when asked about the 
loss, that he thought it would amount to 
about $5,000. He said that he and Mr. 
Ballard had insurance on the property 
in the building, but that he did not know 
whether his policy had run out or not. 
His policy amounts to $2,000. 

The Ballard house is situated between 
the Majestic hotel and the lot on which 
the new First Baptist church will soon 
be bu.lt. Immediately behind this lot is 
a house which seemed at one time to be 
in great danger, as the back part of the 
Ballard is nearly adjoining to it. The 
firemen got out on the rof of the second 
floor, poured water into the windows of 
the third floor and got the fire under 
control, 

Captain Moon, of the police force, and 
Detective Sergeant Bedford were on the 
grounds with several men and guarded 
the property.

We are 
having just now a taste of pleasant 
weather, but all signs will fail if it 
lasts long enough to coax the buds 
of the trees to shed the winter coat 
in which they are now safely en- 
cased, 

The experience of the recent past is 
that the little foretastes of spring 
weather that are vouchsafed to us 
during February and March are fleet- 
ing in their nature, and are followed 
by sharp reminders that we still have 
winter with us. In other words, the 
sap of the trees hardly has time to 
make preparations for its upward and 
outward journey before it receives 
notice that such a journey would be 
premature and dangerous. 

With a big all-around fruit crop 
this year the south will be placed in 
the most enviable position it has ever 
occupied, and our people will have 
more money—more ready cash—than 
they have ever had in any year of 
their experience. This will mean 
great things for this section, and will 
tend to make it the most prosperous 
part of the country. 

The south, already, it has been cal- 
culated, has about $259,000,000 more 
to its credit than in any previous year 
in its history, as a result of the in- 
creased price of cotton, and a great 
part of this immense sum is cleir 
profit. With the increase in the price 
of cotton, there has been an increase 
in the price of grain of all kinds, of 
which the south has raised a plenti- 
ful supply. In other words, this sea- 
son, for the first time, and as the re- 
sult of bitter experience, the south 
has managed to raise the food sup- 
plies which it has been procuring from 
the west. 

Reports from the agricultural re- 
gions are very gratifying, for they 
show that new improvements are 
taking place in every line of farm 
work. New dwellings, new barns and 
other necessary buildings are going 
up at a rapid rate. New school 
houses are taking the place of the old 
ones, and then there are signs that 
the number of improved agricultural 
implements is to be largely increased. 
To this end many fields which would 
not heretofore admit of their employ- 
ment, have been cleared and agr- 
ranged for their use. 

We are told, too, that many of the 
farmers are mapping out their farms, 
so that diversification and rotation 
may be given attention. This state- 
ment we find in the letter of a Geor- 
gian correspondent of The Country 
Gentleman. We find there, also, the 
welcome information that the farmers 
are considering the adaptability of 
soil to crop; that their methods in 
the future will be more systematic, 
which means that the results will be 
more certain; and that this syste- 
matic arrangement and study of the 
needs of a crop are in some sort a 
solution of the problem of restoring 
to cultivation lands that were aban- 
doned for newer soil and that there 
is an increasing interest in the con- 
struction of good roads, a matter that 
has for so long been left to take care 
of itself. 

We are told, likewise, that the 
profitable price of cotton is not de- 
ceiving many of the farmers; that is 
to say, they are not neglecting the 
suggestions of the proverb current 
among them that the less cotton they 
make, the more money they have. 
But they can plant for a fair crop of 
cotton this year in perfect safety, 
provided they look after their home 
supplies, so that they will not have to 
go to the west for them. 
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Wiju an Open Port. 

After Secretary Hay saw that his 
efforts to secure the opening of An- 
tung, Manchuria, to the commerce of 
the world, were to be successful, he 
brought diplomatic pressure to bear 
upon Seoul to likewise open Wiju, 
which is on the Korean side of the 
mouth of the Yalu river from Antung. 

In both instances success came only 
after the most diligent and tactful ef- 
fort. There is no doubt that Russia 
interposed every secret artifice at her 
resourceful command to thwart the 


American desire. and it is doubtful. 


if the Korean government could have 
been persuaded to sign the treaty 
opening Wiju had not the war broken 
out between Russia and Japan. Rus- 
sia had the Korean emperor “Sven- 
galied,” as it were. The Russian min- 
ister at Seoul made representations to 
the local government that amounted 
to intimidation, and the emperor gave 
Minister Allen evasive and indefinite 
replies. For months the matter hung 
fire in this fashion. 

Fortunately for American commer- 
cial interests, the Russian minister 
was compelled to make his departure 
from the Korean capital as an ex- 
igency of the Japanese invasion. In- 
stantly a different face was placed on 
the emperor’s consideration of the 
pending treaty. The treaty was 
signed without more ado, and Secre- 
tary Hay scored again. 

The importance of Wiju as an open 
port is really great. It lies as the 
natural gateway of traffic in northern 
Korea and southern Manchuria, and 
its shipping interests, already con- 
siderable, will be immensely increased 
with a free port. The survey of the 
new railroad from Seoul has its 
terminus at Wiju, through which runs 
the telegraph line to Siberia and 
Europe. The importance of the port 
is destined to surpass that of Che- 
mulpo or New Chwang. Yongampo, a 
short distance from Wiju on the 
estuary of the Yalu river, is also 
quite an important place. The Rus- 
siang occupied both these north Ko- 


rean towns, together with a liberal. 


———— 


slice of the lower Yalu , under 
pretext “of such a right conveyed by 
a timber concession from the em- 
peror of Korea to Russian subjects. 
The immediate cause of the outbreak 
of War was the occupation of Korean 
territory at this point by Russian 
troops in the face of Japan's protest. 

Let the outcomes of hostilities be 
what it will, the United States are 
now secure in their treaty rights re- 
specting the “open door” in at least 
a@ part of Manchuria and Korea, and 
the rest of the world has this coun- 
try and Japan to thank that some 
of the barriers to free trade in a 
rich Oriental territory have been 
thrown down for the benefit of all 
competitors. . 
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Steam Heated and Trolley Wired! 

The Constitution has a Steam 
Heated and Trolley Wired contem- 
porary which plumes itself that it 
has kicked over the dashboard and 
put its heels into the movement to 
secure adequate terminals for a great 
new system of railroads now building 
to Atlanta—smashing at the same 
time the prospect of securing the 
viaduct extension of Washington 
street. 

No matter if the contemplated 
$800,000 expenditure is held up, and 
that a great plan of public improve- 
mént is abandoned when the unani- 
mous report of the bridge and street 
committees of council, so bitterly at- 
tacked, paved the way for harmoni- 
ous settlement of everything! Little 
wonder, now, that apologetic edi- 
torials to these committees are in 
order. 

No wonder that Acting President 
Sam Jones, of the chamber of com- 
merce, expresses the hope that there 
will yet be a reconsideration, and 
that conservatism and common sense 
will prevail to an extent that will 
permit the city to get the full benefit 
of all the improvements contem- 
plated—including the Washington 
street viaduct. 

No wonder our Steam Heated and 
Trolley Wired contemporary squirms, 
blaming everybody else with the dam- 
age it has lead in doing! No wonder 
it says unkind things about The Con- 
stitution. which has always lead in 
every effort to upbuild and develop 
Atlanta! 

Alas! it is a species of rabies, which 
revels in the wreck of enterprise and 
glories in viaduct annihilation, so 
long as it can cut its capers. 

At This Time of Day. 

The Boston Transcript, which is 
supposed to represent some, if not 
all. of the standards of New England 
culture. is not at all satisfied with 
John Sharp Williams, the democratic 
leader in the house of representa- 
tives. He is a tolerably bright man 
as things go in the south; he is quick 


to gee opportunities in debate, and | 


he is a more than ordinary good 
speaker: but—‘“he is a southerner 
with all that the term implies when 
any question that is or may be sec- 
tional is presented.” 

Although a great many eastern 
journals, independent and otherwise, 
have congratulated the democrats 
on the fact that they have chosen as 
cool, as conservative, and as cultured 
a leader as John Sharp Williams, The 
Transcript is not at all pleased with 
the transaction. and it fs all that the 
editor can do to tolerate him in such 
a conspicuous gosition. He is not as 
“learned” as Be should be—though he 
has had all the advantages that are 
offered bv the universities of this 
country and Europe—and “he is quite 
provincial at times. coming as he 
does from a state that seems to be 
all by itself.” 

Since he is “provincial,” the won- 
der is that The Transcript did not 
charge him with “provincialism,” a 
term that is kept warm by frequent 
use in the east. But the fact that Mr. 
Williams has escaned. for the time 
being, the charge of “provincial- 
ism,” is no guarantee for the future. 
He is still in danger, and there is no 
telling what dark dav the accusation 
may be brought up and hurled at his 
head. And that, we presume, will be 
the end of his usefulnesg. 

‘By education and exp@rience, Mr. 
Williams is a cosmopolitan, but that 
fact makes not the slightest differ- 
ence. for is he not a southerner, and 
are not the southerners notoriously 
filled full of “provincialism?” And 
are they not—all of them, and more 
besides, if there are any more—nar- 
row-minded and countrified as com- 
pared to the people of the rest of the 
country? Mr. Willams, so The 
Transcript savs. “is a rural south- 
erner,” and we cannot imagine any 
worse offense against good taste than 
is implied in that charge. But that 
is not all; he is not only a rural 
southerener, but he belongs to that 
element of rural southerners who re- 
gard the tariff as a contrivance by 
means of which the north has grown 
rich and is growing richer. 

Therefore, although Mr. Williams 
talks about tariff “revision,” he is 
among the number of those who want 
to tear down the tariff and trample 
on the “infant industries” of the 
east. In short, being a democrat, 
and not only a democrat, but a rural 
southerner, he doesn’t mean what he 
says, and his word is not to be taken 
when he talks opolitically. This is 
what the poor old Transcript hints 
and insinuates, and it must indeed be 
hard pushed for subjects on which to 
expend its narrdw and provinicial 
views. 


Mr. Williams has placed himself on. 


record with respect to the tariff in a 
recent number of Leslie’s Magazine. 
He is not a free-trader, nor would 
he, if he had the power, injure any 
interest, north, south, east or west, 
by a revision of the tariff. This is a 
very large subject. and we do not 
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propose to discuss it here, nor is dis- 
cussion at this time necessary. 

We simply desire to call attention 
to the intensely narrow and intoler- 
ant sectional spirit which a news- 
paper, printed at what iS supposed to 
be the center of culture, betrays 
when it comments on a public man 
who happens to be a southerner, and 
who is a democratic leader.

friends, and the people of the whole 
state are, and ought to be, proud. 

Mr. Graves’ declination means that 
Governor Terrell will be unopposed 
for reelection, which The Constitution 
prophesied some weeks ago. The 
state is to be spared the turmoil of a 
needless political controversy over 
the governorship and there is much 
cause for gratification in that.

The Light Breaking. 

In one respect Russia will no lon- 
ger be the land of darkness and sin- 
ister secrecy. Henceforth the for- 
eign newspaper correspondent will be 
allowed to gather what news he may 
within the czar’s dd@iMMinions and wire 
or mail it to his paper without first 
submitting it to the official censor for 
his blue pencilings or complete sup- 
pression. @he motives that have 
led Russia to adopt this enlightened 
policy toward the outside world are 
set forth in the following statement 
made to the Associated Press by a 
high offcial at St. Petersburg: 

For years our country has been the 
victim of every imaginable slander and 
misrepresentation, because it was ‘known 
that telegrams addressed to foreign news 
sources went through the hands of the 
Russian censor. Any story, no matter 
how baseless or exaggerated, that was 
sent surreptitiously across the border, 
was greedily accepted abroad, especially 
by ‘the Russophobes, as true, because 
the government would not put its offi- 
cial stamp upon it. * * * 

Hereafter the correspondente of for- 
cign newspapers wi¥ be untrammeled. 
We expect to see Russia presented in 
her true light: The opening of the flood- 
gates may result tn the evilly disposed 
stirring up as much mud ag possible at 
first, but we feel confident that in the 
end the truth will prevail. We are not 
afraid to have the light turned on. We 
are proud of our country and we are 
entitled to faithful and honest presenta- 
tion of our current history. 

Had Russia adopted this policy 
several years ago, if is unlikely that 
Amecican sentiment would be _ so 
overwhelmingly in favor of the Japa- 
nese in the present war. There can 
be no doubt that much of this pro- 
Japanese sentiment is the outgrowth 
of prejudice against Russia as a be- 
nighted autocracy, and much of this 
prejudice is the direct result of Rus- 
sia’s immemorial policy of medieval 
secrec¥ and the arbitrary  suppres- 
sion of legitimate news. 

As a result. the American who does 
not read the available translations of 
modern Russian literature knows lit- 
tle of modern Russia. Indeed, mod- 
ern Russia would prove a revelation 
to the average American, so unlike !{s 
it to the Russia of the past genera- 
tion. We are given only the worst 
side-of Muscovite character and gov- 
ernment by the censor-dodging corre- 
spondent, who naturally takes delight 
in thug revenging himself upon stupid 
and intolerant officialism. As a 
matter of fact. Russia is not a semli- 
barbarous and non-progressive coun- 
try, but a beehive of twentieth century 
commercialism, pulsing with the same 
ambitions and facing the same prob- 
lems that concern modernity every- 
where. The past decade has done 
much to liberalize Russian institu- 
tions and improve Russian social con- 
ditions. Education is becomng more 
widely diffused and the people more 
contented. The occupation of Man- 
churia by the Russians is the inevi- 
table sequel of Russian commercial] 
enterprise and would be regarded ag 
the “duty and destiny” of any other 


| nation similarly. situated geographi- 


cally. 

Although our “traditional friend,” 
Americans have never been able to 
warm to Russia, for the obvious fea- 
son that the czar’s realm was con- 
sidered to present the very antithesis 
of a free republic and all tra-

ditions of American liberty. We have 


continued to see Russia as the lanc 
of despotic government, serfdom and 
Siberian exile. We have taken smal] 
account of the real Russia of the 
present. Many of us may have been 
ignorant of its existence. 

Whatever the result of the unfor- 
tunate war now raging in the Far 
East, and whatever its effect on the 
friendly relations of our government 
and that of Russia, the action of the 
St. Petersburg authorities in lifting 
the foreign press embargo is bound 
to give Amerieans a better under- 
Standing and a better opinion of 
Russia. 
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Exit Joe Chamberlain. 

The physical breakdown of Joseph 
Chamberlain, which has made neces- 
sary a trip to Egypt, coming as it does 
in the midst of his losing anti-free 
trade campaign, would seem to be the 
beginning of the end of the distin- 
guished statesman’s political fortunes 
and may presage the downfall of the 
Balfour ministry. 

At this distance we are surprised to 
hear that Mr. Chamberlain is really 
getting old. for the man’s long, pictur- 
esque career of political strenuosity 
has led Americans who admire his 
forceful personality to lose sight of 
the fact that the vears have been 
Stealing on him. He is now close to 
Seventy, and it was against the ad- 
vice of his physicians that he under- 
took a forensic exposition of his rad- 
ical propaganda to overthrow the fis- 
cal policy of the empire for genera- 
tions and give the colonies preferen- 
tial duties. The exciting campaign, 
the bitterest in his pugnacious career, 
has shattered Mr. Chamberlain’s nerv- 
ous system and left him, it is said, the 
shadow of his former mental and phys- 
ical self. Very likely his breakdown 
is not so much the result of his per- 
sonal activity in behalf of the cause 
he espouses so ably, as of the knowl- 
edge, by this time evident enough, 
that the fight {s a forlorn hope. 

Chamberlain has been a_ strong 
force in moulding the foreign policies 
of modern England, and in some re- 
gards he has overshadowed the pre- 
mier himself. He is held responsible 
for the ultra-imperialism of the em- 
pire, with the worst jingoism implied, 
and his methods were never scrup- 
ulous. His conduct of. the Boer war 
is too fresh in the public mind to be 
adverted to here, but one of the most 
remarkable chapters in his stormy ca- 
reer is the reversal of British senti- 
ment in his favor after the success of 
the Transvaal campaign was assured. 
Distrusted and hated one day, he was 
believed in implicitly and lionized the 
next. Had he been content to rest 
on his post-bellum laurels he might 
have been the next. premier of Great 
Britain. Instead, he set about at 
once to conquer new political worlds 
characteristic ambi- 
tion. At first his proposed innovation 
of preferential protection was receiv- 
ed with good-natured curiosity by the 
British voters. but after the old Cob- 
den sentiment had organized its oppo- 
sition,Chamberlain was discredited as 
a false political prophet by the masses, 
although it must be admitted he held 
the fort with a show of strength to 
the last. 

The effect of “Joe’’ Chamberlain’s 
retirement, practically in defeat, may 
result disastrously to the ministry, 
which is tainted with Chamberlainism 
and weak with the people on the fis- 
cal question. In England there is ex- 
pectation of the government going to 
pieces any day. and the liberals are in 
high feather, hoping to be returned 
to power as the result of Chamber- 
lain’s downfall. Still. the British are 
a conservative and slow-moving peo- 
ple. They may allow Balfour to tack 
about and forget the sick man in 
Egypt.

EDUCATIONAL OFFICERS 
PLEASED WITH ATLANTA 


ECRETARY IRVIN SHEPARD, 
S of the National Educationa] Asso- 

Ciation, is highly gratified over the 
success of the Atlanta convention, is 
warm in his praises of the arrangements 
made, and says the delegates and vis- 
itors could not have had things more 
to their convenience and comfort than 
they have been on this occasion. 

Secretary Shepard, whose home is at 
Winona, Minn., is general secretary not 
@lone’ of the national association, but 
of the eighteen departments comprising 
the association. Each department has 
lts own secretary, who looks after the 
work of the sessions, but Mr. Shepard 
is general secretary of them ail, and 
has held this position for the last «leven 
years. The department of superintend- 
ence is the only one which holds its 
meetings separate from the national as- 
sociation, and it is attended by the first 
and foremost educators of the entire 
country. The other seventeen depart- 
ments hold their meetings at the same 
time with the national association. This 
met in Boston last year, and had an en- 
rollment of 36,000 delegates and vis- 
itors. 

“This meeting of the department of 
superintendence,’’ said Secretary Shep- 
ard yesterday, ‘“‘is equal ta the best the 
department has ever held. It is by far 
the best meeting ever held in the south, 
and we have met within the last ten 
years at Chattanooga, Richmond and 
Jacksonville. The present gathering is 
two or three times as large as any of 
those. It is nearly; if not quite, equal 
to, in point of attendance, and certainly 
in standard and elegance, either cf the 
meetings held in Chicago in 190! and 
1902. The enrolments on those occa- 
sions were about 700 and 800, respective- 
ly. The enrollment here is not complet- 
ed, but the attendance will come fully 
up with the Chicago meetings. 

“Another interesting feature here is the 
large attendance of ladies, the wives and 
daughters of members and teachers as 
well. I have never before kiuown so 
large number of ladies to attend the 
convention of the, department. 

Praise On Every Hand. 

“There is nothing but praise heard on 
every hand among the members for At- 
lanta, and the «arrangements for our 
meeting here. And the weather—weli, 
that is just perfect. The results have 
borne out our every anticipation, and 
they go far in advance. The local ar- 
rangements under the charge of Secre- 
tary E. P. Burns, were admirable. Mr. 
Rurns ras been constantly on hand, 
ready to meet every wish, and has done 
go ina mest acceptable manner. 

“The department was somewhat chary 
of meeting in the south, largely, no 
doubt. on account of the experiences 
on the oceasions of other meetings, but 
the Atlanta meeting has entirely changed 
the sentiment in this respect. This is 
due to two or three causes. [n the first 
place, there has arisen a new spirit in 
the south with regard to educational 
questions, which has led the southern 
people to attend these meetings in large 
numbers. The selection of Atlanta as a 
meeting place this time was most for- 
tunate, excellent local arrangements were 
made and the work of the local commit- 
“tees fs all that could have ‘been desired 
or asked. In fact, too much can not be 
said in praise of Atlanta and the ar- 
rangements made for us hére, and I am 
sure the department will be anxious to 
come here again at no distant day. 

“A ‘large number of our members 
have been putting in time looking over 
your beautiful city. Of course, they 
have not had much opportunity for that 
on account of the many meetings they 
have had to attend. But many mem- 
bers of the department will remain in 
the city Friday and Saturday after the 
convention has concluded its work for 
the purpose of seeing more of Atlanta 
and jearning something of its people.”’

Delivers Able Address on Ed- 
ucational Principles With 
Reference to South, 


—— 


Milwaukee captured the néxt meeting 
of the department of superintendence oZ 
the national association yesterday by a 
good sized vote over Columbus, Ohio. 

Officers of the department were named 
afid Gieorgia is representéd om the 
staff of officers by Lawton B. Evans, of 
Augusta, who was elected to the first 
Vice presidency by a unanimous vote. 

The officers named yesterday are: 

President, Edwin G. Cooley, of Chica- 
g0; first vice president, Lawton B. 
Evans, of Augusta, Ga.: second vice 
president, J. W. Carr, of Anderson, Ind.: 
secretary, Angeline E. Whitney, of New 
York city. Milwaukee was chosen for 
the next place of meeting. 

“The Free and Unlimited Coinage of 
Spelling’’ proved to be the platform 
which caused something of a split in “the 
morning session yesterday. The conserv- 
ative party, maintaining that the pres- 
ent method was the correct one, went 
down in defeat when a vote on the reso- 
lution was called, but they die@ hard. 
Dr. John MacDonald, of Topeka, who 
led this party in the diseussion, said 
that six years ago a committee was ap- 
pointed by the association to reform the 
present method of spelling, and in their 
report recommended the changing of 
twelve words. This report was adopted, 
but while they had insisted that the 
proper way to. spell “through’’ was 
“thru’’ and other changes, the only fol- 
lowing had resulted was in some of the 
college magazines and a few technical 
journals. The great American press con- 
tinued to spell in the same old way. 

This discussion was brought up by a 
resolution for the appointment of thirty 
citizens in different sections of the coun- 
try to investigate the matter and re- 
port upon the most practical reform in 
this direction. Another resolution was 
offered recommending an appropriation 
of $2,000 each year for the next five 
years in carrying out this much-needed 
reform. 

Would Take 125,000 Years. 

In this connection, Dr. MacDonald 
stated that even granting the fact that 
the ¢ommittee appointed six years am 
had made a success in the adoption of 
the new spelling of twelve words in the 
college magazines, how long would it 
take for a proper reform of the 250,000 
words in the English language with 
many more being added each year. 
As an equation, the example would re- 
sult as follows: 

Twelve words are to 250,000 words as 
six years is to the answer. 

Or, carrying out the equation, it would 
take 125,000 years to secure the proper 
reform of spelling, and even then it 
might only be adopted by the college 
magazines, while the great American 
press would go on spelling in the same 
old way. He also objected to the drag- 
ging in of the illustrious dead by the op- 
position in favor of their reform. These 
persons contended that Tennyson and 
Darwin were members of aq reform spell- 
ing club, while the facts in the case 
did not go to prove this statement. 

Dr. R. P. Halleck, of Louisville, fol- 
lowed in the same general vein, and 
contended that the spelling of Shakes- 
peare and Milton had served the purpose 
of literature very effectually. 

E. O. Vaile, of Oak Park, Ills., ob- 
jected to anything facetious on the 
ground that the subject was much too 
serious for irony and satire. Scholar- 
ship and the most advanced thought of 
the period demanded this movement. 

Dr. Balliet, of Springfield, Mass., fol- 
lowed along the same geenral line, and 
sald that the accomplishment of such a 
reform was bound to be slow, but that 
was only the more reason why it should 
be. inaugurated immeédiately. As the 
matter now stood, he was reminded of 
the Frenchmen, who said that he felt 
that he could get along with the English

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method of spelling and language very 
well after he had mastered the prv- 
nunciation of the sfent letters. 

The resolution for the appointment of 
the committee of thirty was carried by 
a vote of 116 to 28. The resolution in fa- 
vor of the $2,000 appropriation was 
passed by a vote of 94 to 38. 

After considerable discussion as to the 
next place of meeting between Milwau- 
kee and Columbus, Ohio, Milwaukee got 
a large majority of the votes. 

President Dabney’s Address. 

The first speaker of the morning ses- 
sion was Charles W. Dabney, president 
of the University of Tennessee. Pres- 
ident Dabney took as his subject: 
‘Declaration of Educational Principles, 
with Especia) Reference to the Needs 
of the South.’’ 

Without question, the carefully pre- 
pared paper of President Dabney was 
one of the ablest delivered at the con- 
vention. After reviewing conditions in 
the south from periods antedating the 
civil war, he admitted that the educa- 
tional advantages at this time were not 
what they should be. The absence of 
good roads was responsible for much of 
this in the rural districts. The poverty 
in some sections was partly responsible. 
Explaining the present status of south- 
ern conditions, he said: 

‘‘All education is dependent on econom- 
ic conditions for its development. While 
the old south was purely agricultural, 
this very fact banished all manufactur- 
ing and business interests. Planters 
were often indifferent to higher education 
or else engaged tutors for the teaching 
of their children. This was generally 
the case and there were almost no pub- 
lic schools. 

‘It was this indifference to the educa- 
tion of the masses that has kept down 
the public school system of the south. 
It has taken a long time to develop the 
sociability that means and encourages 
education. Qf. the 6,900,000 voters in 
the southern. states, 2,400,000 can not 
write their names and only 45 per cent 
of the population are in the public 
schools. One in every five children is 
an illiterate, and half of the negro chil- 
dren are illiterate. An average of 24 
per cent of southern children, white and 
black, are uneducated, 

‘The question is how to provide ele- 
mentary schools, and the vital gssential 
is more money for schools. Compul.- 
sory laws of education are not alone 
efficacious. 

“It is claimed that many southern 
people object to national aid as humiliat- 
ing. I think, however, that this is a 
mistaken idea. The south stands back 
of the government as much as the west 
‘or the north. It was Jefferson’s idea 
that the government should distribute 
money for general education throughout 
the country. . 

“When it comes to the matter of edu- 
cating the negro, I don’t see how we 
can deny its justice. If we be.ieve in 
universal education, We must also be- 
lieve in the education of the negro. 
He was placed here by the will of God 
and not by accident. The negro has 
achieved such happiness and success as 
he could never possibly have reached 
except through the assistance and coop- 
eration of the white people of the 
south.”’ 

President Dabney closed by quoting 
Henry Grady’s opinion on the subject to 
the effect that the best interests of the 
negroes was in serving the interests of 
the white people of the south, and for 
the white people of the south, their best 
interests lay in the gaining of better 
education for the negroes and holding 
their confidence. 

Charles D. MclIver’s Views. 

Charles D. Melver, president of the 
state norma] and industrial college, of 
Greensboro, N. C., followed President 
Dabney on the same subject. President 
McIver first gave the history. and sta- 
tistics of urban and rural schools in his 
state, and then proceeded to show that 
the great reform needed was more sgal- 
ary for the teachers and the county su- 
perintendents of the south. The con-

“The strategic point of education in the 
south lies in the county superintendent. 
To be sure, We have very many good 
ones, Just aS we have able teachers, but 
the small salaries mark the inefficiency 
of the work. There are still a great 
many improvements that can be added, 
but the fundamental principle involved 
in the matter of salaries must be re- 
vised and enlarged. ; 

“The south is wasting money in not 
educating all of her children. If edu- 
cated, they will be able to earn, at 
least, $2 a day. If uneducated, they 
Can not hope to earn more than $I a 
day. This is putting the matter on a 
purely business basis. Would the law- 
yers stand for a $400 judge on the 
bench? Would the physicons stand for 
a $400 doctor at the head of some great, 
sanitary movement? Do you expect the 
lawyers or doctors to forsake the sub- 
fect in which he is specially interested 
for the purpose of fighting your cam- 
paign for you? The cause of education 
is our work and we must attend to it. 
I don’t want any teacher to teach my 
children geography who does not get 
enough money to en@able her to ever 
travel outside of her own congressional 
district. And I don't want her to teach 
my children on the sudject of capital 
and labor when she never sees more 
capital than $150 In any one year. What 
we want most of all is for the south to 
také up the matter of local taxation 
and push it to a successful issue.’’ 

Lawton B. Evans Speaks. 

Lawton B. Evans, of Augusta, read 
an important paper on the ‘Factory 
Child,” that provoked considerable dis- 
cussion. He said, in part: 

“There ane three pressing problems 
before sOuthern educators—the problem 
of the frelds, which is the rural school; 
the problem of labor, which is the ne- 
gro question; the problem of the mill, 
which is the edwueation of the factory 
child. 

“The importance of this 
lem is evident when we consider the 
remarkable advance made by southern 
manufacturing industries in the past ten 
years. The dangef is that the factories 
arg building at the expense of the fields, 
that white labor will forsake the farm 
and the negro be diverted by unwise 
education from the “destiny to which 
he seems appointed. 

‘The conditions of mill life have a 
depressing influence upon mill people. 
Their lives are hard, monotonous, cheer- 
less and their leisure hours are unpro- 
vided for. The very monotone of their 
labor, shut in by walls and in the cease- 
less din of machinery. makes them drift 
into neglect and prejudice. 

“The problem is to Hghten their lives 
by teaching them what the mills can 
not give them. The demand upon us is 
to teach them to get most out of the 
hard life to which they are forever 


bound. 

“The initial work is with the very 
young who are uncared for, while their 
parents work in the mills. This calls 
for the nursery school. The factory 
district is the open door for the kin- 


lergarten. 
Phe cheerless condition of mill Ife 


demands that the schools teach the peo- 
ple how to live. They need the round- 
ing inftuence of training in habits of 
neatness, order, love of books, flowers, 
dgcorative sources for the occupation 
of their leisure hours. They need to 
be inspired with hope and desire, to 
learn how to play, how to smile, how 
to love, how to be content. 

“Domestic science schools, sewing and 
cooking, homekeeping in general, a li- 
brary and free reading room, popular 
lectures, school gardens, are all among 
the schemes for redeeming the dullnéss 
of factory life and sweetening the spirit 
of the factory child.”’ 

Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session was devoted to a 
general discussion of many subjects of 
pertinent interest. This discussion was 
brought up by a paper on “The Expe- 
diency of Importing Teachers of + roved 
Merit’ from Without the City or Town, 
by Samuel T. Dutton, of the Teachers’ 
college, Columbia university, New York 
oity. 

In this discussion the potency of poll- 
tics and other influences on the life and 
work of the teacher were brought out. 
It was stated that in many places 
the opportunity of getting rid of certain 
teachers was one of the most serious 
propositions that had to be faced. In- 
stances were cited of such cases who from 
good work in former years or for other 
reasons were holding positions as teach- 
ers long after they had outlived their use- 
fulness. This was particularly true of 
certain ones, who, feeling sure of suf- 
ficient influence for the holding of their 
positions, did not make the same efforts 
in the way of study which they should. 
As a result they did not take advantage 
of the opportunities for self-improvement 
offered and clung to old-time methods 
that were more or less absolete. 

It was also stated that direct benefits 
were secured in the hiring of loca] teach- 
ers in that their interests were perma- 
nent interests because of the fact that 
the city in which they were engaged was 
their own home. For this reasOn they 
gave their best efforts in that they always 
expected to make this same city their 
home. 

On the other hand, it was stated that 
one of the great disadvantages in en- 
gaging teachers at home was in the fact 
that they had not acquired the benefits 
that come with breader experience and 
the result was -that the work in the 
schools continued too much along the 
same general trend rather than moving 
forward.

“This does not mean that Christianity 
is the state established religion, but it 
is a judicial recognition of the fact at- 
tested by our history, our constitutions, 
our laws. our customs, our modes of 
thought, that the nation is Christian. 

“In a nation thug officially declared to 
be Christian, all its public fiinctions nec- 
esSarily partake of this character. Thus, 
the administration of justice is Christian, 
and much pains was taken to elaborate 
this proposition #0 as to show the ex- 
tent and limitations of its truth. To the 
Same extent and with the same limita- 
tions, state education, as a public func- 
ticn of a Christian ration necessarily 
partakes of that character. 

“By the law of life of the church and 
of the state both mst educate; and the 
two forms of education work together 
without disharmony, just as in the case 
of our dual system of state and federal 
government. 

“Public education is Christian, but not 
sectarian; and the curious anomaly was 
pointed out by citations of Huxley, Re 
nan, Mrs. Humphrey Ward and Ellen 
Darwin, that restrictions on religious 
edvceation do not procecd from antago- 
nistic opposition, Dut are due to secta- 
rianism. It Js this which prevents the 
teaching in “the schools of religion, but 
it was shown that this is in itself not ar 
evil, because religion cannot be advanta- 
geously taught in the curriculum of 
schools on a parity with other studies.

loss, in so far as in some states its re- 
sort to the courts has resulted in de- 
priving the state schools of a religious 
exercise of worship. It is no compenSa- 
tion for this loss to use as literature tho 
Bible, thus excluded as religion. 

“Morality, however, can be taught 
without violating the laws based on sec- 
tarianism. Little good Is to be expected 
of its formal teaching by textbook; indl- 
rect methods are of most value, ard this 
has been elaborated at some length by 
reference to. instruction in temperance. 
Firally consideration was given to the 
special problem of ethical training of 
the disadvantaged negro race. 

“The ethical element in education is in- 
trinsic. Its tendency is for good. It de- 
velops humility and reverence. The ethi- 
eal element is secured also by the self- 
bestowing character of the teacher's 
work.”’ 

Round Table Session. 

Rural schools were the sola topic of 
discussion at the round table session of 
state and county superintendents in Car- 
negie library yesterday aft¥rnoon. 

Dr. N. C. Schaeffer presided in the ab- 
sence of Professor Richard C. Barrett. 

“Increasing the Efficiency of the Pub- 
lic Schools” was the subject chosen by 
Professor Arthur Lefevre. state superin- 
tendent of public instruction of Texas. 

In presenting this matter the speaker 
said it was time to consolidate the little 
schools. He advised hat the sNackles be 
broken and the rural schools be allowed 
to help themselves by consolidation and 
local taxation where a mafority of the 
citizens are so disposed. 

“Tt is of supreme importance,’ @aid 
Professor Lefevre, ‘“‘that the new rural 
school be saved from imitating city 
schools in grading a twelve vears’ stagd- 
ard for elementary and high school 
courses combined. 

“The one advantage that the old-fash- 
foned rural school has enjoved is repre- 
sented by the fact that pupils fitted to 
enter the high schoo'!s have been pre- 
pared in much less time than th eight 
years of the citv elementary schools.”’ 

Among other things the speaker said it 
Was necessary to raise thé standard in 
the employment of teachers and also to 
raise the pav. He also contended that 
there must be expert suvervision over 
the schools by the state boards.

SCHOOL CONSOLIDATION 


NE of the most interesting pa- 
pers read before the department of 
superintendence of the National 
Educational Association yesterday was 
that of Professor J. Y. Joyner, superin- 
tendent of public instruction of North 


Carolipa, the ‘“‘Consolidation 
School: 


Professor Joyner’s paper was read at 
the round table session of state and coun- 
ty Superintendents at the Carnegie li- 
brary. A synopsis of the paper follows: 


|. In discussions of this sort the most 
benefit is derived ‘from comparison of ex- 
perience in dealing with similar prob- 
lems. My experience with this problem 
of consolidation. rural schools in North 
Carolina. 

2. Facts suggesting needs of vronsolida- 
tion in North Carolina. 

(1) Large number of districts. small 
area of district and small number of 
children in district; 5,370 white and 2,346 
colored school districts; inhabitable area 
of state, 48,000 square miles; average 
Size of white schoo] district 8.9 square 
miles. Total white school population 465,- 
520; average number white children tc 
district, 84; average number in 1902, only 
73; total colored school population, 220,- 
920; average number colored children to 
a 93; average number in 1902 only 
2. 

(2) Rapid increase in number of dis- 
tricts until 1902; 47 per cent of all white 
echool districts and 44 per cent of all 
colored contained less than 65 children of 
school age, the minimum allowed by 
law except for sparsity of population or 
geographical barriers, such as streams. 
swamps, mountains, etc. In reports of all 
white teachers of two entire townships, 
in township meetings recently attended 
by state superintendent in one of the 
most level counties of state, practically 
free from geographical barriers, only one 
teacher reported a census school popula- 
tion of 65, the minimum fixed by law. 
In these townships there was a little one- 
room box of a school house for every 
mile or two of the public highway, not- 
withstanding the law has for vears for- 
bidden building of a new schoo! house 
— 3 miles of another. 

3) Some natural results of this mul- 
tiplicity of small diStricts and schools: 
From 1874 to 1902 the state and county 
school tax had been increased from 6% 
to 18 cents on $100 of property and 
the total school fund had been more than 
quadrupled and vet a special state ap- 
propriation of $200,000 was necessary in 
190! and since to give even a Your 
months’ school term in all publié schools 
and during the quarter ‘of qa century be- 
fore this appropriation was made the 
public school term had heen increased in 
length lesS\than three weeks and the av- 
erage salary of the public schoo! teacher 
had been increased not one cent. Fifty- 
nine per cent of all districts needing aid 
from this special appropriation for this 
purpose were small districts containing 
less than 65 children of school age, many 
of them containing Only from 20 to 30 
and some not more than !9 or I5. The 
increase in number of districts had more 
than kept pace with increase in popula- 
tion and wealth and schoo] fund and the 
efficiency of schools had been increased 
but little because of long division of fund. 
With a fixed school fund for each county 
the larger the number of schools among 
which it must be divided, the smaller the 
amount of money each school will re- 
the smaller the number of schools 
the larger the amount of money each 
school will receive. This is as axiomatic 
as the proposition in arithmetic that with 
a fixed dividend the larger the division, 
the smaller the quotient and contra. More 
money for each school, more houses, 
more oqnipments, more teachers, jonger 
term. rther facts are unnecessary to 
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prove the existence of too many little 
districts and schools in North Carolina, 
the folly of retaining them and the wis- 
dom of consolidating them. 

acies to Consolidation—Similar 
in all states with large rural population 
scattered over lange territory. Some of 
the obstacles fn North Carolina are: 

(1) Selfishness and Politics—Most men 
naturally desire a school house as near 
their door as possible for the convenience 
of their own little family circles or the 
employment of their own dear daughters, 
sisters, eousins, or aunts as teachers 
therein. They are naturally loath to give 
their little schools for the greatest 
good to the greatest number when once 
established because of convenience, profit, 
love of control, attachment to the old 
school house and conservatism in cling- 
ing to the old rather than trving the 
untried new. Politics is often a cause 
of little districts and an obstacle to 
their removal. The cry of a school house 
at “every man’s door is not an unpopular 
one and the demagogue who is always 
ready to catch votes with any sort of a 
promise, without regard to the possibility 
or wisdom of keeping it, is ever ready 
upon occasion to raise the cry for tem- 

gain. The political sorehead ts 
ever ready to flaunt In the face of the 
timid scarecrow of ruin to the party to 
procure or keep for his selfish ends ‘his 
little district and his little school. Before 
the disfranchisement of the negro this 
wag often used very effectively in coun- 
ties In which .ae contest was close_and 
no white votes could be safely lost. 

(2) A large Territory and a Sparse 
Population—It is almost impossible for 
states with a comparative smal!) terrt- 
tory, a dense population, a large school 
fund and only one system of schools to 
appreciate the difficulty of this problem 
or larger schooi4 In a state with a large 
territory, a sparse population, a small 
school fund and two separate systems of 
*chools for two races. To fllustrate: To- 
tal p@oulation of North Carolina, 1!,833.- 
810; average number inhabitants to 
square mile. 39: average number white 
children of school age to square mile, 9: 
average population of square mile of 
north Atlantic division of states is | 29.8: 
average of state of Massachusetts, 348.9: 
area of Massachusetts is about one- 
seventh that of North Carolina: her 
school population ts | 7-10 that of North 
Carolina; her school fund is eight times 
that of North Carolina. She supports 
one svstem: North Carolina must support 
two in practically all her territory. 

3. Bad roads. 

To make the problem of consolidation in 
North Carolina and her sparse popula- 
tion, large territory. small school fund 
and double system of schools, still mor 
difficult in manv of the very districts 
where the nonulation is sparsest and the 
need for consolidation is greatest. 
the condition of the county roads 
is such during the season when 
schools are in session as to ren- 
der transportation of pupils practi- 
cal without greater exnense than can be 
supplied ont of a «mall schoo! fund. and 
tn etand In the wav also of requirine 
children to walk far, to get to a school 
house in a larger district. Without better 
roads and larger school funds. transporta- 
tion of pupils in most rural districts 
of the south is hardly practicable. In 
any event. I believe. that, at present, con- 
solidation of districts cannot successfully 
be carried beyond the point of leaving a 
school within reasonable walking dis- 
tance of every child. In a mild climate 
any healthy child can walk over an ordi- 
nary road two or three miles to school 
without injury.

ever willing to aid in any good cause, 
the general public has been reached an? 
and public sentiment aroused. 
County superintendents have been urged 
to talk {it over privately and publiciy 
in districts in which the conditions were 
favorabye for suocessfi]l consolidation, 
and to interest, if possible. a few influen- 
tial citizens in such districts in the sub- 
ject and set them talking it un Through 
blanks sent out for the purpose each 
county superintendent has reported to the 
state superintendent and the campaign 
committee for the nromotion of public 
education districts. in which the cond}- 
tions are favorable for consolidation 
and some of the people are  inter- 
ested in it. During the summer. with 
the aid of the funds furnished by the 
southern educational board. a regular 
camnpaign for public education has been 
earried on under the direction of this 
committee. of which the governor, the di- 
rector of the Southern Fducation board 
for North Carolina and the state super- 
intendent are the executive committee. 
At the favorable points in the various 
counties renorted by county superintend- 
ents. appointments have been made for 
educational rallies and addresseg by state 
superintendent, local speakers and speak- 
ers sent out by the executive committee. 
When the time was ripe, petitions asking 
for consolidation were generally circulat- 
ed and signed by the majority of the pat- 
rons of the public schools in the districts

They develop sections 
and they furnish a large portion of the 
convenience and comfort of the world. 
They should be protected in every right. 
They should be encouraged in every en- 
terprise. The right hand of the state 
and of its laws should be thrown about 
them to protect them from injustice and 
to shield them from prejudice, Juries 
Should enter no panel for the trial of 
ayses between the people and the cor- 
porations with a shadow of prejudice 
agaimst the one or the other. Justice 
Should be administered with unpreju- 
diced and impartial hand without regard 
to the wealth and power of one side or 
the poverty and need of the other. For 
the goddess of justice is as blind as she 
is pure. But when corporations enter 
the political arena to use their vast 
wealth and swelling numbers to control 
the policies of the state: when corpora- 
tlons enjoying the protection of State 
laws and prospering under the benefi- 
cence of state institutions seek to shirk 
their just proportion of the expenses of 
government; when corporations fattening 
upon a state’s prosperity and progress 
4re unwilling Mke other citizens to be- 
come suject to the laws and Statutes of 
the state, then | think that the man 
chosen by the state to execute its laws 
and voice its sentiment, should stand 
out clearly and boldly and unequivocally 
for the interests of the state against the 
corporations, and be neither mealy- 
mouthed nor laggard in the demand and 
enforcement of the people's rights. 

“I think that the chief citizen of the 
state, as the chosen and accepted repre- 
Se ntative of its civilization and senti- 
ment, should be prompt to align himself 
with every humane and lofty movement 
looking to the betterment of his fellow 
men. And whether it be in the interests 
of the children in the factories or of 
the convicts in the camps, he should re- 
member that his state through him ex- 
presses its attitude toward the great ques- 
tions of liberty, progress and humanity. 

‘The executive is only one of the three- 
fold branches of the government, but the 
Influence of a clear, impersonal purpose 
and of a definite {deal in the governor's 
chair would radiate the state and make 
good things easier and better for the 
g00d men who followed him in office. 

‘It is the pulsing desire to live and la- 
bor along these high lines which has 
turned my Inclinations strongly and ear- 
nestly toward the acceptance of the can- 
didaty which your letter so nobly and 
cordially invites. Conscious of my own 
limitations, and with the realization of a 
thousand faults, I have yet a firm fail? h, 
founded upon the record that [I would 
have been given strength to live in public 
Station a large measure of the creeds 
which I have cherished in my private life, 
and that I would have found grace to 
give Georgia a clean, brave 
administration of its highest office.

2 LAW IN ALABAMA 


MAY BAR HOBSON 


Failure To Register Makes 
Candidate Ineligible 


Birmingham, February 24.—(Special).— 
The failure of Captain R. P. Hobson to 
register as required by a strict construc- 
tion of the law, and the objection raised 
in the district to his having his name 
printed on the official ballot, because of 
such failure, is causing much talk not 
only in his district, but all over the state, 
and the quéstion has even reached Wash- 
ington. 

When Captain Hobson applied to the 
committee (which is said to be almost 
unanimous for Colonel Bankhead) to be 
allowed to have his own name printed on 
the official primary ticket, it Is olaimed 
that Hobson confessed that he would not 
be a legal voter at the time the pri- 
mary would be held, but that he would 
be a qualified elector in November, when 
the state election would be held, and that 
the reason why he did not register was 
because he was absent at the time in 
the service of the United States. 

It is said on this statement the com- 
mittee agreed that his name should be 
printed on the regular democratic pri- 
mary ballot. And now comes the sen- 
sational announcement from Washington, 


that a friend of Colonel Bankhead has | 


made the discovery that the records of 
the war department show that Captain 
flobson was on leave of absence from the 
20th day of July, 1902, to the Ist of Jan- 
uary, 1903, to go when and where he 
pleased. 

During the pertod of his leave of ab- 
sence, it is claimed that under the law 
he had four chances to register, of none of 
which he availed hims¢lf, and that for 
three weeks in Novefnber registration 
books were onen, as required by law. If 
these are facts discovered in Washington 
the question is naturally asked, “why 
should Captain Hobson be favored above 
other men, to the number of forty or 
fifty thousand in Alabama, who dis- 
franchiseg themselves by falling to regis- 
ter, and with no better excuse for not 
registering. 

Hobson Charges Juggling. 

It is contended by some that the com- 
mittee cannot set aside the plain pro- 
vision of the law, by allowing a tan 
to become a candiate when not a qualified 
voter, any more than it can In allowing 
a man to vote when he fs not registered 
or otherwise qualified to vote. The ques 
tion is a “‘live wire’ in the sixth district 
where Captain Hobson is now speaking 
to large crowds daily. His main plank 
in his platform ifs ‘‘naval supremacy” in 
the Tnited States, and claims that this 
can be accomplished by the year 1918. 
In a speech yesterday at Jasper he stated 
that a petition would be circulated, re- 
questing the state committee to take 
such action as would permit the printing 
of his name on the primary ticket, and 
réquested every person who bellfeved In 
fair play, whether for him or Bankhead, 
to sign it. He ts a bold speaker, and 
does not mince matters. He says the ac-

Vice President Jones Talks. 

“At the proper time I shall take ac- 
tion,”’ he declared yesterday afternoon. 
“To be perfectly frank, I see very little 
prospect of bringing together the two 
sides at this time, and it appears to me 
that we will lose both the new viaduct 
and the terminals. 

“The suggestion that the business men 
of the chamber of commerce endeavor 
to deal with the situation struck me 
very favorably when J read it in The 
Constitution this morning, and I at once 
determined to do what I found to be 
possible. I am going to do that, but 
the two sides are so far part that I see 
very Little hope at present.” 

The fact that the capable business men 
of Atlanta wi:l, through the chamber of 
commerce, endeavor to reach an adjust- 
ment of the present difficulties will be 
learned with interest. At © present the 
railroads and the city have disagreed. 
One wanted to construct freight ter- 
minals and the other imposed as one con- 
dition the erection of a viaduct, partly at 
the expense of the railroads. 

At that point the negotiations ended. 
One side has lost the privilege of con- 
structing freight terminals and the other 
side has lost a magnificent new viaduct. 
It is believed that if it is possible to 
bring about a reconciliation and secure 
both these splendid improvements for At- 
lanta it can be done through the At-anta 
chamber of commerce, whieh is composed 
of the most influential and the most 
capable business men of the city, 

The board of directors of the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce will meet next 
Tuesday afternoon in the city hall. It Is 
not yet known whether the matter will 
be discussed during that meeting of the 
board, but if it is the discussion will 
probably be of such a nature as to b®gin 
the movement that is expected to end 
favorably to all interests concerned in the 
improvements.

COTTON PRICES 
ANE LONG DROP 


Rumor After Rumor Bore Down 
New Orleans Market 


Report That the Bull Leader Was 
Standing From Under Caused 
a Rush of the Little Longs 
to Dispose of Their 
Holdings. 


New Orleans, February 24.—Rumors on 
top of rumors were the chief cause of 
m sensational break in the cotton market 
today. Early in the morning, after a 
brilliant opening with prices strongly on 
an wpward trend, dispatches cams from 
New York, saying that the bull leaders 
were selling out. Prices promptly show- 
ed weakness. When the market had 
recovered to an extent more rumors 
came, this time telling of numerous fall- 
ures in the capitals of Europe. Pricés 
fell some more and they kept falling 
until at- the close they were 74 to 79 
points lower than the highest level of 
the day and 47 to 50 points lower 
than teh close of 
iIMay and July. At one time, prices 
were 93 points lower than the high- 
est levels in May and July, but to- 
ward the close the market showed a 
stronger tone, with a consequent vic- 
tory. 

The market opened steady and 2 to 
16 points higher than yesterday’s close. 
The bears were not in evidence at all, 
apparently being afraid to operate in 
the face of the strong statistical posi- 
tion. <A large volurne of buying orders 
came from a host of smaller speculatora, 
who bravely put the recent panics behind 
them. Numerous visitors from the coun- 
try and crowds about the entrances of 
the exchange gave the market some- 
thing of the appearance it had before 
fhe memorable slump of a few weeks 


ago. 
Like Thunderclap. 


Like a thunderclap out of a clear sky 
came the news from New York that the 
bull leader was selling out. It took 
about three minutes to transform the 
cotton exchange from an orderly, but 
busy, trading scene, into a seething, yell- 
ing mass of humanity. Messengers scur- 
ried in all directions, bearing orders from 
the small speculators to sell out thelr

| holdings. By showing such haste in get- 
ting out this class of speculators brought 
upon itself the break in prices that it 
feared. Stop loss orders were reached 
and the ring went wild with brokers 
trying to sell out at as slight losses 
as possib'le. 

The first burst of gelling over prices 
showed a disposition to improve. Bears 
had been alding the slump and tthey 
showed a disposition to take profits and 
this, together with fresh bwying Ry bull 
leaders, caused a momentary reaction. 

In a short time the bears had another 
inning and they forgot all about taking 
profits in their eagerness to make more. 
Cables from Parig told of falures in 
Paris, Vienna and Berlin. This causéd an- 
other hasty scramble on the part of longs 
to get out and seek prices g@wn still fur- 
ther. 

Just before the closing the tone became 
somewhat stronger. Leading bull in-

Sharp Break in New Orleans. 

New York, February 24.—There was a 


'sharp break in the cotton market today. 


The opening was firm at a decline of 6 
points on April, while the other positions 
were unchanged to 7 points highér. For 
the first hour the market displayed an 
advancing tendency. The _ local bulls, 
however, appeared to be selling in some 
volume and after the early demand had 
been partially filled the market began 
working downward. Shortly before mid- 
day stop orders were reported and for 
brief interval the market ruled active 
and excited with prices showing weak- 
ness. Liquidation subsiding somewhat, 
covering caused a partial rally. 

The rally was lost, however, on heavy 
New Orleans selling and a renewal of 
aggressive offerings from local sources, 
The low point was reached in the later 
trading when March sold at 13.58, May at 
13.88 and July at 13.80, a break from 
the best prices of the morning of about 
a cent a pound and a net decline of 68@72 
points. 

Just before the close there was active 
support from Philadelphia spot interests 
and the market wag finally firm at a net 
decline of 40@60 points on the old and of 
3@42 points on the new crop months. 
The sales of the day were eStimated at 
900,000 bales.

OVER NAVY BILL 


Building Programme Proposed 
Is Bitterly Opposed. 


Burton Stirs His Republican Col- 
leagues by Moving to Strike 
Out Provision For the Sin- 
gle Battle Ship Author- 
ized by the Measure. 


Washington, February 24.—Two storm 
centers were encountered In consideration 
of the naval appropriation bil mn the 
house today. First the Great Lakes train- 
ing station went out of the bill on a 
point of order after a wordy battle. The 
building programme proposed in the Dill 
then met with criticism and blocked 
further progresg on the measure for the 
day. 

Mr. Burton, of Ohio, the echoes of 
whose sensational speech for péace on 
Monday had hardly died out, moved to 
strike out the provision for the single 
battle ship authorized. This motion is 
now pending. It served as a text after 
Mr. Burton had supplemented his Mon- 
day’s speech with figures showing that 
the United States was building more 
naval vessels than any other Europeaff 
country except Great Britain, for several 
republican speeches, in which Mr. Burton 
was declared not to He in line with his 
party. In event of the defeat of this 
motion and 


be made tomorrow by Representative 
Meyer, of Louisiana, to have the bill 
recommitted to the naval committee, 
with the following instructions: 

‘First, to provide for a coaling station 
and dock at Olongapo, P. I., Instead of 
@ naval station; second, to eliminate the 
provisions for two armored cruisers, and 
the armor thereof, costing $15,000,000; 
third, to place a Mmit of $398 per ton 
as a maximum price for armor plate, 
with the provision for an armor plate 
factory to cost not over $4,Q00,000 if the 
armor cannot be procured within the 
limit prescribed; fourth, that all vessels 
herein provided for under the head of 
‘increase of the navy,’’ except the battle 
ship, be constructed in government navy 
yards. 

Mr. Burton justified his position by 
comparing the battle ship construction 
this year with that of other nations of 
the world. 
than usual, being 347,000 tons. 
expenses, the United States was, he said, 
with the exception of Great 
per cent ahead of any European na- 
tion. 

Mr. Roberts, of Massachusetts, quoted 
President Roosevelt as saying: 

“The American people must tread éoft- 
ly, but carry a big club,’’ and maintained 
that this “club” was a big navy. 

Mr. Maynard, of Virginia, advocated 
even a larger building programme than 
was contained in the bill. 

Mr. Rixey, of Virginia, advocated the 
adoption of the Burton amendment. 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, read the plank 
on the navy in the Ohio republican plat- 
form of 1903, indorsing the policy of de- 
veloping the navy. This plank, he said, 
Mr. Burton had certainly indorsed.

FOR COTTON OIL 
TILLMAN TALKS 


Lively Clash in Senate in 
Regard to Misbranded 
Food Products.

Washington, February 24.—The senate 
Spent the greater part of today discuss- 
ing an amendment to the agricultural 
appropriation bill striking out the house 
provision giving authority to the secre- 
tary of agriculture to inspect imported 
food products when misbranded or sus- 


pected of impurity. 

The amendment was suggested by Mr. 
Aldrich. He attacked the provision on 
the ground that it opened the way for 
an encroachment by the secretary of ag- 
rMulture upon the duties of the secre- 
tary of the treasury, and was ceiculated 
to cause a duplication in the service of 
the two officials. Mr. Aldrich was sup- 
ported in his contention by a number of 
senators, including Messrs. Lodge, Bev- 
eridge and Patterson. Mr. Proctor, in 
charge of the Dill, defended the pro- 
vision and had the aid of Messrs. Dolli- 
ver, McComas, Bacon and others. The 
discussion was closed by substituting 
the provision of the act of 1900 bearing 
upon the same point. 

The consideration of the bill practically 
was concluded, but final action upon 
it was postponed until tomorrow. 

During the discussion Mr. Tillman sug- 
gested that the bill be amended in such 
a manner as would transfer the discre- 
tion of passing upon impure foods from 
the secretary of agriculture to the sec- 
retary of the treasury. 

“So far as I am concerned,” he said, 
“I feel perfectly safe so. long as the 
two gentlemen from Iowa, the secretary 
of the treasury and the secretary of ag- 
riculture, are looking after our stomachs 
by shutting out impure foods, but I am 
preparing for that time when Iowa has 
not that matter in charge.” 

Mr.| Perkins said that California was 
much interested in the proper investiga- 
tion into the purity of imported foods, 
and he mentioned incidentally that cotton 
seed oil was frequently imported as olive 
oil. This caused Mr. Tillman to ask 
whether olive ail was any sweeter or 
better than cotton seed oil, and Mr. Per- 
kins replied that while cotton seed oil 
might suit the Ttalian tastes of soms 
people, he insisted that the article should 
be properly labelled.

Eastman, Ga.—Publio School Building. 
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ORTY vears ago the razorback 
. hog and scrub cow were famillar 
Sights in Dodge county. Even at 
that day the farmer stood guard a good 
part of the time with his gun in easy 
reach to save his young porkers from 
the prowling bears. It is not far from 
the fact to sav that then the entire 
yield of the county did not exceed in 
size the crops made by three represen- 
tative farmers last year. 

At that time there were as many log 
tabin homes, with mud chimneys, as 
there are today, well built and substan- 
tiat homes of prosperous and progressive 
people. The droves of Berkshire swine 
end sleek Jersey cattle would hardly 
recognize their distant cousins who 
formerly inhabited the run and the ftelds. 
for the razorbacks and the scrub cat- 
tle of former days have long since been 
supplanted by a higher class and better 
paying stock. It is not improbable that 
Mr. Lincoln got an idea of housebuild- 
fing from some of the early homes in 
Dodge county, and is equally possible 
that many farming communities in the 
south today could get Instruction from 
Fastman and the country people in 
both home building and soil building. 

Eastman the County Seat. 

A flourishing litth city of about 2,009 
people is Eastman, the county seat of 
Dodge county, located on the main line 
of the Southern railway. It has an 
excellent system of water works, sup- 
plied from flowing artesian wells. The 
water is distributéd in mains to the 
homes of the town and furnished to 
the city reservoir for fire protection. 
The town is also In position to have @ 
eewerage system equal to that of later 
cities and to effect a sanftary condi- 
tion that could be a model to cities of 
10,000 population. It has broad and 
beautiful thoroughfares, prosperous mer- 
cantile stores of brick, a handsome court 
house and county jail, and a large oil 
mill. 

The two hotel ‘buildings are models 
for a small town and large enough to 
@ccommodate 200 guests. Withip the 
corporate limits Is an extensive cotton 
mil] building, costing over $50,000. It 
is not yet in operation, however. All 
the leading denominations are well in- 
trenched for worship, the church build- 
ings interesting one for the -taste and 
convenience in their construction. 

The ftnhabitants of Eastman and the 
people of Dodge county all speak glow- 
ingly of their thriving section, of the 
city’s miles of paved sidewalks, invit- 
Ing homes, busy stores and work shops, 
@nd the county’s broad acres of cotton, 
corn and sugar cane. They boast of 
@nnual business of over $5,000,000. 
Throughout the county may be heard 
the humming of the saw, converting the 
timber into lumber and the whir of 
the wheels taking it to market. The 
once familiar sight of the negro boxing 
mine trees to get the gum used in the 
manufacture of naval stores has been 
succeeded by the busy logging of the 
pines and the plowing of the ground by 
the farmer. A few more years and as 
significant a change as that of the past 
will reveal a land left even more 6éer- 
viceable to man, with the development of 
the county’s resources in agricultural 
and manufacturing industry. 

Pines Developed Country. 

Dodge county had only about 6,000 
people in 1870, mostly negroes. Until 
the operation of the turpentine stills be- 
gan, which brought in thousands of new 
forces and increased laborers at the same 
time created loca] demand for products, 
the business of Eastman amounted to 
little and there was no especial induce- 
ment to the farmer to raise more, un- 
less he found profit in shipping his pro- 
duce. When it became known that farm- 
ers could raise melons, cabbages, beans 
and potatoes and find an abundant local 
demand for them, the average in cotton 
became less, and many who formerly 
worked the trees for turpentine bought 
lands and built homes. One family now 
living comfortably in Dodge, the head 
of which came to Georgia years ago/| 
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with only an axe, turpentine hack and 
the clothing himgelf and family wore, is 
a living example of the thrift and ¢con- 
omy that have been slowly, but Surely, 
transforming a wilderness into a busy 
and prosperous county. 

Ideal Climate. 

When people of the north began to in- 
vestigate southern locations, they found 
in Eastman and Dodge county as near 
the ideal condition that could be secured, 
after a search from the hills of Nortn 
Carolina to the evergrades of Florida. 
The climate was both exhilerating and 
mild. There were no extremes of heat 
nor cold, and people seemed not to un- 
derstand when one talked of susstrokes. 
This vleasSed the northern visitors, and 
they came and settled Eastman, naming 
it after one of their own men, William 
Pitt Fatsman, who is said to have been 
one of the most tireless promoters the 
town ever had, and one who has since 
been badly needed, as the remover of 
any good promoter is a distinct 108g to 
the community. 

With the coming of the turpentine 
and lumber men &4Wfd the northerners, 
and fhe removal of the dread of negro 
domination by increased numbers of the 
superior race, Dodge county farms began 
to develop. The demand for country 
residences became respectable. Lands 
that formerly produced one ear of corn 
and one blade of grass, with the intro- 
duction of later methods, grew two in- 
stead of one, and a like development In 
Stock raising characterized the material 
progress and well being of the people 

Production on the Farms. 


Some idea of the extent that develop- 
ment of the farms has reached may be 
gained by a glance at the yield of corn 
and cotton and sugar cane syrup in the 
county in 1902. There were 1,750,060 
bushels of corn, 11,380 bales of cotton 
and 65,980,480 gallons of syrup. The 
aggregate value of the agricultural 
products of the county exceed $1,725,000. 

The population of the country in 1900 
was 11,975; school fund $13,490. 

In many parts of Georgia, Alabama, 
Florida and Mississippi, many are still 
kept busy with the work of supplying 
naval stores product, rosin and turpen- 
tine that is used in building ships, in 
paints and for medicinal and other pur- 
poses. The spirits are worth 50 cents 
per gallon and the rosin commands a high 
market price, especially since the scarcity 
of the pines ig becoming so generally felt. 

To continue getting gum the pines in 
Sections of the south have been boxed 
as high up at the limbs, a distance of 16 
feet. Laws have been enacted for pres- 
ervation of the forest, and each year

there has gone up the cry from the 
turpentine operator, ““‘Woodman, spare 
the tree.”’ But as time passes on the 
lumberman continues to cut down the 
primeval woods, leaving only the stumps 
of the pines to mourn with the people 
the sgoilation of the once beautiful wood- 
ed lands. * 

The stumps and knots of the pines, 
so ruthlessly wasted apparently, are now 
being used in the business of naval stores 
manufacturing. 

By a process of steam heat and dry 
heat applied to the retorts, wood is made 
to carbonfze, which gives off various 
bases according to the specific gravity 
and temperature. These gases are then 
condensed by an aparatus similar in con- 
struction and famaliar to every mountain 
moonshiner, to the average worm of a 
turpentine distillery, and the various oils 
formed through condensing the gases are 
efined into spirits of turpentine, creosote 
and oil of tar.: After the volitale bodies 
have been extracted the residue is char- 
coal, which is used for fuel in carboniz- 
ing the next charges. 

At Eastman is the plant of the Georgia 
creosote and chemical works. The com- 
pany has a capital of $25,000 and their 
business has been a financial success. It 
will be enlarged during the spring and 
the capital stock madé probably $100,- 
000. 


Eastman Public Schools. 

The educational advantages of Eastman 
are similar to every other line and pro- 
gressive community in the south. The 
accommodation of the buildings are am- 
ple for the enrollment, which is 325. 
The tota] expenditures exceed $2,000. 
The superintendent is Professor R. C. 
Barrett, A.B., of Wake Forest, graduate 
also of the University of North Caro- 
He 
formerly conducted the schools at Moul- 
trie and built up the system there most 
sgccessfully. 

Leading Business Men. 

The profitable and satisfactory devel- 
opment of the resources of a county can 
be correctly estimated by an inspection 
of the business of the towns where the 
people do their trading. If the farmer is 
prosperous and manufacturing paying, 
the floors of the country stores shine and 
sparkle with neatness, a cheerfulness is 
manifested on part of the proprietor and 
clerks, silks and laces are to be s@en on 
every hand, fine pictures greet the eye, 
and there is a free exchange of vlaua- 
bies and money. 

Whether this condition prevails at East- 
man can be judged from a review of the 
following accurate account, of the sev- 
eral business concerns of the place, who 
positively forbid the use of rose-colored 
ink in referring to their town and county 
under penalty of a sult for damages re- 
sulting from embarrassment. 

Besides two prosperous banks, each 
having deposits of over $100,000, there 
ig the firm of M. H. FAiwards & Bro., 
general merchandise, with a stock eg- 
gregating $80,000; Anderson & Morris, 
ladies’ fine dress goods, shoes and cloth- 
ing, agents for Edwin Clapp and Ziegler 
shoes, an up to date city store: M. D.

Brown. fine millinery and all fancy 
dress goods; Joseph Kodatt, merchant 
tailor, men's suits to order and ladies’ 
tailor-made sults; Massey & Harrell, 
general merchandise, extensive buyers 
and sellers of country produce; M. H, 
Arthur, grocer, the store that makes 
pleasing meals possible; D. W. Simons, 
general merchandise, large farm trae;
